Asserts That Edison's Test
Lacks Real Significance.

25 BISHOPS HERE
FOR CONSECRATION

Distinguished Gathering* at
Cathedral To-day Honors

Bishop Manning.

Taking part in the ecclesiastical cere¬

monies incident to the consecration of

the Rev. Dr. William T. Manning: as

tenth Bishop of the Episcopal Diocese of
New York this morning: will be twenty-
five fellow bishops, nearly three hun-
dred clergymen of the Episcopal church,
and scores of representative clergy of
other evangelical denominations. The
laity also will be represented by dls-
tlnguished professional men. financiers,
merchants and manufacturers, soldiers
and statesmen.
The service, expected to be the most

impressive ceremony of the kind ever
witnessed In New York, will be held in
the Cathedral of St. John the Divine at
10:30 o'clock this morning. The de¬
tailed programme for the occasion has
been printed already by The New
York Hkralp. Chief of the three con¬

secrating prelates will l>e the presiding
bishop, the Right Rev. Daniel Sylvester
Tuttle, who Is the oldest Anglican Bishop
in the world. He was Dr. Manning's
personal choice for the performance of
this sacred rite. Bishop Tuttle has been
a member of the episcopate fifty-four
years. J>urlng that busy period he has
assisted in the consecration of eighty
prelates. Assisting Bishop Tuttle in the
consecration ritual will be Bishop Boyd
Vincent of southern Ohio, and Bishop
William Ivflwrence of Massachusetts.

This will be the first consecration
service for a New York bishop to be
solemnized In the still unfinished Ca¬
thedral. though several missionary
bishops have been consecrated therein.
Bishop Greer was invested with the
Insignia of his sacred office in St.
Bartholomew's Church, and Bishop
Burch, the Immediate predecessor of
Bishop Manning, was consecrated In
Grace Church.

Apart from the spectacular solemni¬
ties attending the consecration of the
new Bishop, the Interest of clerics and
laity of the diocese centres largely In
the deolaratlcai of policy which he Is
expected to make when he delivers his
Initial address as Bishop in opening the
sessions of the dlocrsan convention this
afternoon in Synod Hall.

It is generally assumed that Bishop
Manning will ask for the election of one
and perhaps two suffragan bishops to
a-sRlst him In administering the growing
Work of the diocese. Should he make
such a request the election of a suffra-
g.m bishop or bishops probably will be
undertaken by the convention to-mor-
row. «

Among the many clergymen who
have been mentioned as possible selec¬
tions to become the immediate coadju¬
tors of the newly consecrated prelate
are the Rev. Dr. W. W. Bellinger, the
Rev. Mllo H. Gates and the Rev. Jo¬
seph P. McComas, all vicars of Trinity
parish ; the Rev. Dr. Edward C. Chur-
iey, historiographer of the general con¬
vention and chairman of the New York
diocesan publicity committee, and the
Rev. Dr. William H. Pott of the Epta-
copal Church of Clifton. Staten Island,
and formerly Archdeacon of the diocese.

Jit payment for the
seats. It Is said, the men offered stolen
money order blanks which tad been
filled out to the amount of $330.

formed a mistake had been made In
ordcrtng the boxes and that only on<
box, with six "eats In It. was needed.

Be. tuse of this mistake, a refund of
$I7r. was asked. The association au¬
thorities, who ad been informed recent¬
ly that several forged money orders
were bcnlg circulated, became alarmed
attd notified the ;-os-al inspectors. The
inspectors followed a messenger bo>.
who was given a check for $275 as a

refund, to the telegraph office on upper
Seventh avenue, where the three men
were arrested.
